OME of our quondam popular societies 
S have fallen into a state of comparative 

obscurity. Pro Fide, the Classical Society 
and the Class Club are cases in point; the last 
twe are now completely extinct, and Pro Fide, 
although having officers and committee, has 
not held a meeting for many months.

JUNIOR BRANCHES* MEETING 


A very successful meeting of branches of 
the Junior League of Nations’ Society of 
Ireland was held, by kind permission of the 
Society of Friends, in the Meeting House, 
Eustace street; Dublin, on Friday afternoon, 
the Rev. Bolton C. Waller in the chair. 
About 400 young people from various Dublin 
schools were present, amd an address was 
given by Admiral Drury-Lowe. 

The Admiral spoke of war and its futility 
with a conviction and sincerity which went 
home to his young hearers. He spoke from 
Fer knowledge and much experience; for 
e had spent many years of his life in the 
Navy before the War, and served during % 
in many waters. The War was far worse, 
he said, than anyone could have expected, 
Since then he had attended every assembly 
of the League of Nations at Geneva, and 
knew from personal experience that the 
problems left by the War were far more 
serious than any it had settled. 

He gave an interesting ‘and up-to-date 
account of the League and its work, and while 
admitting its failures, he emphasised the 
little-realised fact that responsible statesmen 
are finding it more and more indispensable, 
and that the Assembly at Geneva grows in 
importance every vear. For instance, at this 
year’s Assembly 24 Foreign Secretaries were 

resent, five Prime Ministers, and five ex- 

rime Ministers. 

After the address, the children kept up a 
lively fire of questions for some time. The 
Chairman then called on them to express 
their thanks to the Admiral, which they did 
by a hearty round of applause, after which 
the meeting came to an end
